Secrecy heretofore has been maintained in all 
save a few cases. 


The lady returning from Europe who conceals a dia­ 
mond ring in the heel of her shoe, if caught, can expect no 
longer to keep her name out of the papers. 
The same ap­ 
plies to others who secrete other jewels in the bodies of 
dolls and all of that ilk who for one reason or another seek 
to evade the payment of legal duties. 


Such conduct on the part of petty, 
non-professional 
smugglers-^for that is what they are—is impelled by a va­ 
riety of motives. 
Some of them do it frankly and solely 
to escape payment of the duty. 
Ochers yield to the tempa- 
tion because, if they succeed in it, they appear clever in 
their own eyes and they boast of it afterwards. 
Others, 
of a certain class it sometimes seems reasonable to assume, 
try it in the hope or reaping the advertising from being 
caught. 
With still others the impulse is on a par with that 
of making away with souvenir silver from a hotel. 


Whatever the motive. Gen. Andrews has hit upon an 
efficacious remedy for the great majority of cases. 
The 
society leadet or respected citizen returning from a vacation 
abroad and who thinks to slip some “trifle” past the customs 
house probably would rather be labeled almost anything 
else than a smuggler. 
To all such the new dictum plainly 
says: 
Beware or take the pitiless consequences. 


SMITH CHALLENGES COOLIDGE. 
S 
PEAKING before the Conference of Governors in Poland 
Springs, Me., the other day, Gov. Smith of New York 


made what may be called a national political address, di­ 


rectly challenging President Coolidge’s claim to a wonder­ 


ful record economy for his administration. 
In his recent 


speech before the heads of executive departments of the 


Government the president called attention to the fact that 


federal expenditures for the fiscal year just ended represent 
a reduction from those for the fiscal year ended in 1921, 


the year in which President Wilson retired, of $2,081,000,- 


000. “The history of public affairs will hardly show a par­ 


allel case of retrenchment in the cost of government,” said 


the president. 
Pointing out in detail that the reduction due to the 


fact that the country is no longer on war basis, as it still 


was in 1921, Gov. Smith declared that to claim credit for 


it is just like claiming credit for good weather or good 


crops. 
He showed that $1,882,590,000 of the reduction is 


due to the abandonment of federal railroad control and 


European food relief and the decrease in the cost, incident 


to the return to a peace basis, of the army, the navy, the 


shipping board and the alien property custodian and that 


the remaining $198,410,000 is referable to the cancellation 
of other war expense items. “If such retrenchment is with­ 


out parallel,” he said, “it is because no war ever cost so 


much and made possible such decreases in changing from 


a wartime to a peace basis.” 
Gov. Smith is one of the few great public servants, 


honorable, just and with an extraordinary grasp of public 


affairs. All that he says on this subject of the unparalleled 


reduction in federal expenses since 1921 is true in a general 


way and no doubt the correctness of his detailed figures is 


demonstrable. 
And yet President Coolidge rightly stands 


in the popular mind as the personification of public eco- 


nomv. 
Gov. Smith himself said that he did not wish to de­ 


tract at all from whatever actual results the federal govern­ 


ment has, accomplished in the way of saving the public 


money. 
Actual results of great importance have been ac­ 


complished. 
When public expenditures have gone up in an 
emergency it is terribly hard to get them down again any­ 
thing like their former basis. The reduction of the govern­ 
ment’s budget to the point now reached represents courage 
and determination of no mean order on the president’s part. 
He lost some of his contests with Congress on the ques­ 
tion of public economy but he has won some of them and he 
keeps on fighting, 
lie perhaps has accomplished more for 
the taxpayers in this lespect than any other man in his 
position could have accomplished, for his public policy ac­ 
cords exactly with his private policy and his evident sin­ 
cerity in this matter has captured the imagination of the 
people mid enlisted the power of public sentiment on his 
side to a remarkable degree.
